In  1850, 

Reverend  Daniel  Carter  donated  a  tract  ol  parcel  of  land 
containing  seven  acres  more  or  less 
lying  in  the  second  township  ol  Monroe  County 
for  the  use  of  Hiwassee  college. 

Growing  from  the  original  grant  of  approximately  seven  acres 
to  its  present  Campus  ol  50  acres 
and  a  farm  of  about  800  acres, 
Hiwassee  College  has  been  able 
to  keep  its  doors  open  since  1849,

during  the  Civil  War.
